But if there is a regular System, where 
each person is equally-a_ borrower and 
a lender, more care will be taken to 
keep the books in good conbition and

Easter Is the Muscovite Cleaning Day. 
Making the Holy Chrism Oil. 

Easter is the greatest national religious 
festival of Russia. Holy week ushers 
in a constant season of prayer and som- 
berness. Theclubs are closed and street 
musicians forbidden to ply their trade. 
Easter is the time for giving presents, 
just as Christmas is with us, and every 
one puts on a new-suit of clothes on 
Easter morning. The shopkeepers’ fever 
only rages during the latter half of the 
week, for on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday of Holy week all commerce 
is suspended. Ae 

Another great feature of Russian . 
Eastertide is the housecleaning. The 
floors of the. principal apartments are 
turned into what a stranger might sup- 
pose was a skating rink, but is actually 
the effect produved by two or three men 
skimming over the boards with brushes 
fastened to the soles of their feet and 
sometimes accom panygy 8° “the motion :

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FATAL EXPLOSION. 


Five Men Killed at a Woburn 
Leather Factory. 


Many Others Badly Injured—Cold Water 
In a Heated Hoiler the Cause of the 
Disaster. 


. ETS &. 
WosBuRN, April 2.—A most horrible 

explosion oceurred yesterday at Woburn 

Highlands, which killed five” men, 

wounded seven, and cast the whole city in 
gloom. 

One of the four 80-horse power steam 
boilers connected with the large tannery 
and currying shop of Loring & Jones ex- 

ploded. 

The force of the explosion wrecked the 
large establishment, and several dwelling 
housesin the neighborhood were dumaged. 
The property loss is unknown, but is 
large. 

The cause of the disaster is not definitely 
known and never will be, as the men who 
had to do with the boilers are dead, 

The, dead.,are; Austin Clements, 85, 
head curr iér, leaves a widow and two chil- 
dren; Patrick MeGonigle, 40, oiler, leaves 
a widow and three children; Frank Mc Ma- 
hon, 55, currier, leaves a widow and two 
children; Patrick Mullaly, 85, fireman, 
leaves a widow; Patrick Riley, 30, currier, 
unmarried, 

Fatally injured: Octavius Sanders, 85, 
colored, night fireman, married, 

The others injured. are: John Kenney, 
courrier, bad scalp wound; Patrick Keele, 
currier, scalp wound and severe burns; 
William Rindish, currier, hip -fractured; 
James Ryan, currier, burns and contu- 
sions; John ‘Lracey, currier, burned about 
the face. % 

Victims All Residents of Woburn, 

All the killed and wounded belonyed in 
Woburn. ‘he catastrophe occurred at 
6:44. m., Just as work was about to be- 
gin. Not all the victims were ih the 
building at the time. Some were approach- 
ing the shops to go to work. x 

McGonigie, the oiler, was about the 
boiler, and it is generally believed that he 
made the fatal error of deluging the 
heated boiler with cold water, and that 
that caused the disaster, This idea is sub- 
stantiated by the fact that only Sunday 
an inspector from the Hartford Insurance 
company, with whom the boilers were in- 
sured, pronounced the boiler all right, and 
gave a certificate permitting “it to carry a 
pressure of even more than its nominal 
capacity. 

Parts of the boilers and engine were 
lifted high in the air, and in their descent 
practically destroyed all of the plant that 
had not been wrecked by the explosion it- 
self. The loss sustained, or the insurance 
on the whole, has not been stated. The 
boilers and engines were insured for §12,- 
000. ‘The factory was an old wooden struc- 
ture about 100 feet squure. The boiler 
room was of brick. 

Medical Examiner March of Winchester 
viewed the bodies of the. dead, and an in- 
quest will be held in a few days. Chief 
Wade of the state police states that the 
disaster is the worst of its kind that ever 
happened in Massachusetts. 


Shot at His Sister-In-Law. 

STAMFORD, Conn., April 2 — John 
O’ Mara, a laborer, called at the house of 
the widow of his brother Thomas yester- 
day afternoon, and when she came to the 
door fired four shots from a revolver at 
her, each of which took effect. Holding 
the smoking revolver in his hand he 
leaped into # passing truck, but was cap- 
tured-a minute. later,. 
fatally wounded. The act was the result 
of Mrs. O’Mara’s refusal to divide the 
96200 insurance paid her upon the death of 
her husband.among John O'Mara and 
other relatives.

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Employment of Minors. 


For the information of those who have 
children under fourteen ‘whom. they 
wish to put to work, we print the fol- 
lowing latest revision of the state school 
law. We fail to see why the law does 
not say in as few words that every child 
shall attend school until 14 years of age. 
There would be no mistaking such a 
statement. 


Every person having under his con- 
trol a child between the ages of eight and 
fourteen years, and inevery city and 
town where opportunity is furnished, in 
connection with the regular work of the 
public schools, for gratuitous instruction 
in the use of tools or in manual training, 
or for industrial éducation in any form, 
achild. between the ages of eight and 
fifteen years, shall annually cause snch 
child to attend some publig school in the 
city or town in which hé resides, and 
such attendance shall continue for, at 
least thirty weeks of the schovl year, if 
the schools are kept open fo: that length 
of time, with an allowance of two weeks’ 


superintendent of schools or the -school 
committee. Such period of attendance 
shall begin within the first month of the 
fall term of school, and fer each five 
days’ absence of any such child here- 
after, in excess ofthe above allowance 
before the completion of the required 
annual -attendance of thirty weeks, 
the person having such child in his 
control shall, upon the complaint of 
the school committee or any tru 
ant officer, forfeit to the use of the 
public schools of such city or town a 
sum not exceeding twenty dollars, but 
if such child has attended for a like per- 
iod of time a private day school ap- 
proved by the school committee of such 
city or town, or if such child has been 
otherwise instructed fora like period of 
time in the branches of learning required 
by law to be taughtin the public sehgols, 
or if his physical or mental condition ‘is 
such as to render such attendance ‘inex- 
pedient or impracticable, such penalties 
shall not be incurred.

The first speaker was Leg der T. Cham- 
berlain, whose subject was ‘The Founda- 
tion and Topstone.” Principal Baneroft 
was then called upon to respond to the 
toast “Phillips Andover.’ He spoke at 
some length in his peculiarly interesting 
and convincing manner on the needs ‘and 
vpportunities of the Academy. 

“Within the last’ few years,” he said, 
“we have been very much put about for 
room. We had recently to go into debt 
in order to complete our new scientific 
building. Then we found ourselves short 
of accommodations for guests: We took 
hold and converted the old Stowe house 
into a hostelry in our vicinity and under 
our control, It had become absolutely 
necessary for use when parents of stu- 
dents came to put them in the Academy 
orto visit them. But still we need more 
room, The dormitory system should be 
extended until the last of the old wooden 
structures is swept away—unless we keep 
itas a memorial. 

A member of the faculty said to me 
| the other day that he thought the Acad; 
emy had reached a crisis. I agreed with 
him, ..I have been thinking it wasata 
| crisis tor the last years. I like to have it. 
| so. “It puts us constantly on our mettle. 
} Think of an institution’ of learning in 
| comfortable circumstances! What a mis- 
erable condition that would be. I-hope 
| Andover will never be in comfortable cir- 
| cumstances I am inclined to think, 
though, that this is the biggest crisis in 
the whole 22 years, At times | am almost 
| depressed ‘at the enormous amount of 
| work to be done with the inadequate 
| resources at our command. | ‘ 
| —We ne@d@ so many things that it is hard 
| tosay which is most important, but we 
had a meeting of the trustees the other 
day, and we agreed that the une thing 
wenéed most of all is a new gymnasium. 
We do not want to send the boys to col- 
lege without the proper physical training. 
Weare all right in, athletics. At Yale 
this year the captains of the three thost 
important athletic teams are Andover 
boys. 

‘But we want physical culture for the 
bys Who are not athletes, the boys who 
can’t piey foot-ball or base-ball. There 
‘isnothing that tones up a boy’s morals 
as to have before him the opportunities 
for great physical standards.” 

When: .Dr. Bancroft concluded, the 
wrappings were taken from his portrait 
and at once all burst into cheers/for the

REV HENRY HERRICK. 


It is doubtful whether one could find a 
man living to-day who was. a mémber of 
Phillips Academy seventy-eight years 
ago, or of Andover Theological Seminary 
seventy years ago; yet this was true of 
Rev. Henry Herrick of Woodstock, Conn., 
‘who passed from earth Maich 11, at the 
age of ninety-two. It was a long period 
to look back upon, yet his memory 
covered it to the last year of his life, and 
his references to Andover experiences, 
in the family of Preceptor Adams, and 
in the Seminary with his beloved room. 
mates, W. A. Schauflier and. Waterbury, 
and to his revered instructors, ,.were 
always full Of lively interest. ~ 


Mr. Herrick had been for two-years: 


the oldest alumnus of Yale University, 
and was, with one exception, the only 
surviving member of the class of 1822. 
After Mr, Herrick had completed his 
theological studies, he spent seven years 
in ‘teaching at the South, and then-re- 
turning, devoted himself wholly to the 
work of the ministry, preaching in North- 
ern and Central New York and in Penn- 
sylvania, much of his time having been 
spent in home missionary fields where 
-his-work,though arduous and often dis- 
couraging, Was always done with untiring 
self-sacrifice and zeal. His love of what- 
ever was beautiful in nature or noble in 
literature, and his interest in all the great 
movements of society and developments 
of modern thought were keen and_ in- 
telligent, but-his desire to lift up and to 
save sinning souls was far stronger, and 
devotion to his God was the ruling passion 
of his life. When old age debarred him 
from the active duties-of-bis chosen pro- 
fession he still sought in all ways left 
him to serve his fellow-men; his family 
affections seemed to grow even more 
tender, and as earth faded away, prayer 
and his Bible became more and more ab- 
sorbing and satisfying till the end came 
peacefully wnd painlessly, and the good 
man was gone, 

He married in 1835 Miss Maria Wright, 
who survives him, Of their seven chil- 
dren now living, one, Rev. E. P. Herrick, 
is pastor ‘of the church in Tampa, Fla., 
one of his daughters married Rev.- J. T. 
Nichols (P. A.) of Seattle, Wash., aud 
another, Mr. George Gould of Andover.

_» With Electric Company, 


The Selectmen have signed’ a three 
years’ contract for lighting the streets of* 
the town, with the Andover Electric Co., 
dating from March~1, 1895. —The sub. 
stance of the contract is that the Com- 
pany agrees to furnish 31 are lights of 
1200 candle power each, and 72 incan 
descent of 25-candle pewer, to be lighted 
from dark until midnight every dark 
night, or parts of dark nights, that is, 
whenever the town is not lighted by the 
moon, for the sum of $3700 per annum, 

The Selectmen, or lighting committee, 
have the right to cancel the contract at 
any time if the Company does not operate 
the lights in accordance with the tenor 
of the same. But the Selectmen. or 
lighting committee shall give written 
notice to the superintendent of the . Elec- 
tric Company,.of their intention to can- ' 
cel the same, expressing the particular 


fault-or faults, aid the ~Company—shall-——--- 


have. thirty days from receipt of the 
notice to remedy said faults, It is agreed 
that the breaking of lines of the Company 
by the elements. accidents to its machin- 
ery, or fire.at its st»tiony shall not be 
construed asa fault by which the con- 
tract shall be cancelled, provided the 
Company shall repair and put its plant 
into working condition without unreason- 
able delay. 

If are or incandescent lamps shall be 
extinguished during the time herein 
spécified for lighting, by any fault or 
negligence of the Company, it is agreed 
that a rebate on the price to be paid for 
lighting said lamps shall be made at the 
rate of 25 cents per night on an ave, and 
6 1-4 cents per incandescent,

Just out of the city there is a long 
winding road which takes you over the 
low hills to the sands on the beach. = « 

A brackish stream of tide water crosses 
the road, which is spanned ‘by a stone 
bridge.

A Bad Bond Turns Up In the 
Newton, N. H.,- Forgeries. 


Work of Investigation Still Going On, 
The Holder of the Bogus Bond at 
. Present Has Nothing to Say. 


_Newron, N. H., April & — Another 
chapter in the Newton forgeries was en- 
acted her yesterday, The redemption of 
the bonds of the town occurred froin 2 to 5 
o'clock at the town hall. Out of $10,000 
worth of bonds but $5900 worth were pre- 
gented for payment. 

The sensation of the day was the presen- 
tation of a forged $500 bond by Nathaniel 
K. Johnson, a retired shoe manufacturer 
of Haverhill, Mass. ‘Town Treasurer Ax- 
tell refused payment as soon as he saw the 
signatures. Ex-''own Treasurer . Wilder 
declared his signature on the bond to be, 
bogus, and two of the selectmen’s signa. 
tures were alsd pronounced not genuine. 
Mr. Johnson was, obliged to leave. the hall 
without the money. 

The alleged #800 bond held by the, 
Powow River “National bank of <Anjies-’ 
bury, Mass., and the #600 bond held by the 
Granite State bank of Exeter, N. H., were 
not presented, It is reported that they 
have been promised the cash for them by 
the alleged forger before Thursday. This 
¢gannot be verified, however, as the bank 
officials are very-retivient,, 

Bogus Bond Creates » Sensation, 
"The bogus $500 bond presented was a 
No.8, the same as that at present held at 
Exeter, and the fact that there are three 
No. ‘8's in existence has caused a tre- 
mendous sensation in Newton. ‘The work 
of investigating the forgeries is stall being 
conducted by the town officials, and they 
think that they know where to place the 
blame. 

The amount of the forged bonds now 
presented, according to Town Treasurer 
Axtell, is $2800. Among the genuine ones 
presented were six $500, six $200 and 17 
$100 bonds. The signatures on the forged 
paper are pronounced a good imitation. 
The bogus signatures.are- written in a 
heavier hand than the original. 

Town ‘lreasurer Axtell will again re- 
deem the additional bonds at the town 
hall tomorrow, when other and more 
startling developments are looked for.

It 
is understood that reveral of the weavers 
have already applied to the overseer for 
their respective positions when the mill 
shall start. The proprietor states that 
the help have been paid and when work 
is resumed the help will be employed 
anew at the rate established recently. 
At present the work is being largely done 
through the other*mill. 

As labor in this town is, so far as is 
known, unorganized, itis probable that 
the strike will not be prolonged, and par- 
ticularly as there may have been a mis- 
understanding of terms between employ- 
ee und employer and the grievance not 
so great as was at first considered. 


A Disgraceful Affair.
